Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


It is my priviledge to submit my 26th Annual Report upon the vital 
statistics, sanitary conditions and general health in the Rural District of 
Knighton. 


In submitting my report I shall endeavour to include, in addition to the 
required statistics and particulars of infectious diseases, an account of 
sanitation in the area under my control. 


During the year good progress has been maintained in repairing and improving 
existing houses in order to bring them up to the required standards of fitness 
prescribed by the Housing Acts. The two improvement grant schemes i.e. 
'Discretionary' and 'Standard' are operated by the Council and owners of such 
properties are assisted in every possible way and fully advised regarding the 
various regulations that have to be adhered to prior to and during any building 
operations, 


The new Housing Act which came into force in August should encourage more 
house improvements owing to the top limits of both grants being considerably 
raised, and also that under the Discretionary Grant Schere it will be possible 
to grant aid to certain major items of repairs and replacements that are always 
necessary to make the ordinary improvements fully effective. 


Good progress has also been maintained with the erection of new private 
houses within the Council's area. During the year 13 new houses were completed 
by private owners making a total of 117 in the district since 1945, and no 
doubt that these figures will tend to increase in the future, especially when 
more village sewerage schemes can be installed by the Council. 


There were 61 plans and applications submitted to the Council for consider- 
ation under the Building Regulations during the year, and these were all approve 


During the Spring of 1969 the Council commenced the erection of 38 new 
Council dwellings; 22 being in the village of Norton, 10 in the village of 
Llandewy Ystradenny and 6 in the village of Llanbadarn Fynydd. By the end of 
the year 28 of these dwellings had been completed and were ready for occupation 
and the remaining 10 dwellings were due to be completed early in the Spring of 
1970.

STATISTICS 


Total Area (in acres of the District) 88.667 
Population (Estimated) 2,450 
Rateable Value £69,142 


LIVE BIRTHS 

There were 37 live births registered during the year of which 19 were male 
and 18 female, giving a birth rate of 15.1 per 1,000 of the population of the 
area. 

The birth rate for 1968 was 18.59 per 1,000 population of the area. 
ILLEGITIMATE LIVE BIRTHS 

One illegitimate live birth was registered during the year, being a male. 
STILLBIRTHS 

There were no stillbirths registered during the year. 
DEATHS 

The total number of deaths of all ages registered during the year was 28 
giving a death rate of 11.4 for the whole district as compared with 31 deaths 
in 1968, giving a rate of 12.81 per 1,000. 
INFANTILE MORTALITY 

There was 1 infant death (male under 1 year of age). 
AREA COMPARABILITY FACTORS 

Births .1.,10 Deaths 0.72 

ANTE-NATAL CLINIC AND TREATMENT CENTRE 

There are Ante-Natal Infant welfare and Tuberculosis Clinics in operation 
at Knighton and Llandrindod Wells. The home visiting of expectant mothers 
attending the Ante-Natal Clinic is undertaken by the Midwives. 

Within reasonable distance, Hereforc, Shrewsbury, Llandrindod Wells and 
Newtown Hospitals are available for treatment and Hereford and Shrewsbury have 
centresfor the treatment of venereal diseases. 


ORTHOPEADIC SCHEME 


This scheme covers all children and adults with fortnightly clinic at 
Llandrindod Wells. 


SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE 
Resulting from the regular inspection, provision is made for treatment. 
An Eye Clinic is installed in Knighton and Llancrindod Wells. A Mobile 
Dental Service is provided at each school in the area. 
INFECTIOUS DISEASES 
The following infectious diseases were notified during the year:- 
Dysentery ~ 8 cases 


Infective Hepatitis ” 4 cases 
Scarlet Fever - 1 case 
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SCHOOL CANTEENS 


All schools in the Rural District have canteens where mid-day meals are 
provided for the scholars. 


FOOD INSPECTION 


All food premises within the District are periodically inspected by the 
Public Health Inspector. 


There are no poultry processing premises within the District. 
WATER SUPPLIES 


The Radnorshire and North Breconshire Water Board is the Water Authority 
for the area. 


Occasional samples are taken from the various sources by the Public Health 
Inspector and these are bacteriologically analysed at The Public Health 
Laboratory at The Royal Salop Infirmary, Shrewsbury and at The Public Health 
Laboratory, County Hospital, Hereford. 


There are no public swimming baths within the Rural District. 
SEWERAGE 


The three village sewerage schemes already installed by the Council have 
worked in a satisfactory manner throughout the year and it is hoped that 
during 1970 that the Knucklas Sewerage Scheme will be commenced. Until a 
scheme for the village of Knucklas is installed, the Council's housing 
programme for this village will be delayed. 


MILK SUPPLY 


There are no main dealers premises situated within the Council's area but 
three retailers from adjoining Authorities retail milk in this Rural District, 


ICE CREAM 


There are no manufacturers of ice cream in the area, and only seven are 
registered for storage and sale of pre-packed ice cream. Periodical 
inspection of these premises are carried out by the Public Health Inspector 
and conditions are generally satisfactory. 


RODENT CONTROL - Prevention of Damage by Pests Act, 1949 


Where infestations are found, proper treatment is carried out by the 
Council's workmen under the supervision of the Public Health Inspector, 


MIDWIVES 


The District Nurses working in the Rural Area act as Midwives and General 
Nurses for the County Council. Mrs. Hamar is employed also on full time 
Health Visiting in the area. 


FACTORIES AND WORKSHOPS 

There are three factories situated within the Rural District and periodical 
inspections are carried out by the Council's Public Health Inspector under the 
relevant sections of the Factories Act. 


OUTWORKERS 


So far as is known to your Officers there are no outworkers in the 
Rural Area. 
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COMMON LODGING HOUSES 

There are no common lodging houses in the District. 
CONCLUSION 

In concluding my Annual Report, I would express my thanks to the Members 
and Staff of the Council for their help and co-operation in my work as
